Sugar or Candy 
Granulated, lump, pulverized and 
brown sugars, though differing in tex- 
ture and flavor, are practically alike in 
composition. They contain little or 
nothing but sugar. A pound of candy 
may be considered the equivalent in 
fuel value of a pound of suger. Water, 
which has no fuel value, is used in 
making candy, but so, too, are choco- 
late and nut meats, which have higher 
fuel values than sugar. The Proportion 
of sugar in thick sirups, such ag honey 
and molasses, is about three-fourths of 
a pound to the pound, and in Jellies, 
jams and rich preserves, about one 

half of a pound to the pound,
